AB A method and preparation for the stimulation of tear secretion in a 

subject in need of such treatment is disclosed. The method comprises 
administering to the ocular surfaces of the subject a purinergic 
receptor agonist such as uridine 5 1 -triphosphate [UTP] , dinucleotides, 
cytidine 5 1 -triphosphate [CTP] , adenosine 5 1 -triphosphate [ATP], or 
their therapeutically useful analogs and derivatives, in an amount 
effective to stimulate tear fluid secretion.
